$1.85 instead of $3.80; to San Francisco, $10.70 instead of $15.60., 
A few rates for distances between 24 and 110 miles Witt 
be adjusted to make the schedule consistent throughout, 
but in these cases the increase of the basic statknvto'Station 
rate will be only five cents. 


R eversed C h a rg es on Station-to-Station Calls
